imported, under the Penalty and Certification above-written, and 

that the Verity of the ſaid Certificats may be diſproved by the Oath 

of the Owner, or the reſpective Collectors, certifying ſach Collectors 


if they failzie in the punctual Obſervance of this Law, they ſhall be

and Loading the ſame, upon payment of the ordinary Dues where 
Harbours are built; That is, ſuch as are payed for Ships, Boats and o- 
ther Goods, and diſcharges all other Exactions as a Nights fiſhing in 
the Week. commonly called Saturday's Fiſhing, Top- money, ' Stallage, 
and the like. And for the better advancing and carrying on the ſaid 
Trade, Her Majeſty with Conſent foreſaid, Ordains and EnadFs, that 
all the Barrels made uſe of by the ſaids Fiſhers, ſhall be of the Large 
neſs, Goodneſs and Quality, and marked as is preſcribed by the 5.

And Her Majeſty with Advice and 
Conſent of the ſaid Eſtates, ſtrictly Prohibites and Diſcharges, 
all other Companies, Societies, or Perſons, to afſume or uſe the' Mark 
of any Company, Society, or Perſon ſo regiſtrat; Certifying ſuch as 
do in the contrair, they ſhall be lyable to the Company, Society, or 
Perſon to whom the Mark belongeth, in the Sum of five hundred 
Merks toties quoties : And it is hereby Declared, that it ſhall be law- 
ful to the Sheriffs, Baillies of Regalities, and Magiſtrates of Burghs,or 
any having Commiſſion from them, not only to viſit on all occaſions 
the curing and packing of Herring or White-fih in their reſpective 
bounds, but alſo to pitch upon any Barrel afterit is made up and mark- 
ed, and cauſe break open the ſame, and raiſe the Herring, if they 
think fir from the very Bottom, and in caſethey be not cured or pack- 
ed as above-ordained, or that there be Broken, Bruiſed, Spilt, or not 
Gutted Herring or Fiſh among them, the ſaids Sheriffs, Baillies, Magi- 
ſtrates, or others commiſſioned by them, after the ſame is clearly proven 
by experienced and famous Witneſſes, are hereby ordained to ſecure 
the whole Casks where the ſaid unſufficient Herring or Mhite- ſiſo ſhall be 
found, and the perſons to whom they belong ſhall pay for each Laſt 
one hundred Merks Scots, the Half to be given to the Diſcoverer, and 
the reſt to the Poor of the Paroch, and proportionally for ſmaller Quan- 
tities of ſuch unſufficient Herring or White-fiſh ; And the ſaid unſufficient 
Herring or Fiſh ſhall be diſcharged to be exported at any time there- 
after.
